Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.56, Applicants respectfully direct the Examiner's 
attention to the document listed below and on the enclosed Form PTO-1449. A copy of the 
document so listed is enclosed.

The foregoing document was discussed in an Amendment After Final 
Rejection dated June 27, 2003. In this regard, Applicants wish to clarify the discussion of 
the foregoing patent provided in that Amendment. In particular, Applicants wish to point 
out that while Barzel adjusts the device-neutrals at any given lightness level, it leaves the 
remaining colors at that lightness level unchanged. Therefore, colors that are nearly neutral 
will have a much higher chroma. Accordingly, Barzel' s method, while adjusting device 




neutrals, may introduce a gap or discontinuity between the nearly neutral colors and the 
neutral colors. Because the human visual system is very sensitive to nearly neutral colors, 
such a gap may be very noticeable to the human viewer. In contrast, the present invention 
adjusts each forward mapped value utilizing the obtained mismatch values, not just the 
device neutrals.
